More than a tilting floor is the 
result. Doors and windows stick. 
(If you have to plane a door so

Chances are one or more girders 
has become weakened. 
If any symptoms of a sagging 
girder are 
present, proper care 
right 
aw ay 
w ill 
avoid

W ith a straightedge and a level, 
check the girders in the basement. 
B e 
especially 
suspicious 
if 
the 
girder is not supported anywhere 
along its length but simply rests 
on the foundation at each end. If 
if s 
supported 
by wooden 
posts, 
they m ay 
have 
become warped 
or rotted. 
The sagging m ay be elsewhere. 
Run your straightedge and level 
across several joists where sag­ 
ging occurs in the floor above 
You m ay discover a bulge. 
Once located, the sag is easy 
to correct. The object that does it 
is called a jack post. It consists 
of steel tubes, one inside the oth­ 
er, a top plate, a base plate and 
an adjusting screw at the top to 
raise or lower it. The inner tube 
has holes through which a pin is 
inserted. 
The post is set 
up below 
the 
sagging 
spot. 
The 
safest 
proce­ 
dure is to bolt the base plate to 
the floor. Use a star drill, bolts 
and expansion shields to do the 
job. The hollow post fits over lugs 
in the plate which keep the post 
from slipping. 
If Hie floor is badly cracked at 
this point, 
if s worth 
the 
effort 
to provide a new footing 
Break a hole 
in the floor 
two 
feet square and 
a foot deep. R e ­ 
fill with concrete and wait a week 
or longer before setting up the 
post.

P la ce the pin through the lowest 
hole in the inner steel tube.

Q U E S T IO N : W e have moved into 
a new’ house which has galvanized 
butters and downspouts. We now 
have decided to paint these galva­ 
nized surfaces, not only to prevent 
future rust but we want to paint 


j them a particular color to harm o­ 
nize with the colors of the house. 
However, we have been told that 
the galvanized metal w ill have to 
weather for several months or be 
given some kind of acid treatment 
before being painted. Is this true- 
A N S W E R : It was true until fairly 
recently. You now can buy a spe­ 
cial type of rust preventative that 
bonds directly to galvanized sur­ 
faces without flaking off. The coat­ 
ing can be brushed right on to the 
gutters and dow nspouts after wiping 
off any grease or oil. When the 
coating has dried thoroughly, apply 
the desired color paint.

W ith 
the 
prospect

weeks of cold weather yet to come, 
m any hom eow ner are already be­ 
ginning to feel the “ frost bite ’ of 
mounting heating hills.

House. The psy cholog ical chang e, 
they say , dates from E isenhow er’s 
State of the Union M essag e. 
E arlier that w eek the steel dis­ 
pute ended—with a hardly infla­ 


tionary settlem ent. The stock m ar­ 
ket zipped to a record high. Then 
Eisenhower announced the g ov ern­ 
m ent would run a surplus of more 
than four billion dollars next y ear. 
The m arket has looked less robust 
ev er since. 
The big surplus—-to the extent 
it com es true — m eans the g reat 
weight of federal fiscal opera­ 
tions will he deflationary . The 
g ov ernm ent 
will

more m oney — and soaking up 
more buy ing power — than it 
spends. 


The treasury will be eng ag ed in 
pay ing off debt instead of deficit 
financing. It w ill not be com peting 
heav ily with priv ate business for 
inv estm ent funds. Already cl edit 
has

trifle and 
interest 
rates hav e fallen a little. 
Some of the econom ists who had 
foreseen a I960 price i ise of I ! j 
to 2 per cent now expect only about 
I per cent. W holesale prices hav e 
been edging down. 
Farm prices are expected to con­ 
tinue to decline. 
This is not 
an outlook that 
spurs people to buy stocks as a 
hedge 
ag ainst 
depreciation 
of 
their dollars. Nor Is It a business 
clim ate in which y ou can count 
on 
making 
a 
fast 
speculativ e 
buck. 
And 
m any of the shares that 
w'ere bought in expectation of ev er- 
adv ancing inflation are likely to

Bernard Finch, 42, and his 23-y ear- 
old sw eetheart Carole T reg off be 
judg ed only on first-deg ree m urder 
charg es. The penalty for first-de­ 
g ree m urder is the g as cham ber or 
life im prisonm ent. 
But J udg e E v ans ruled unoffi­ 
cially that the jury also will be able 
to consider a lesser penalty , se c ­ 
ond-deg ree m urder—punishable by 
a prison term of fiv e y ears to life. 
J udg e E v ans said he also is con­ 
sidering another alternativ e ch arg e: 
m anslaug hter, punishable by I- to­ 
to y ears im prisonm ent. 
Finch and M iss Treg off are ac- 
cused of m urdering the doctor’s 
w ife Barbara J ean, 36. wiio w as 
found shot to death last J uly 18. 
Final arg um ents are expected to 
start T uesday and m ay take a 
w eek.

state* that any blind 
person carry ing a white cane or 
walking stick in « rained or ex­ 
tended position, or being guided 
by a dog shall have the right-of- 
way in crossing any street or 
highway, whether or not traffio 
on such street or highway is con­ 
trolled by traffic signals. Should 
you, as a motorist, encounter 
a 
blind person in such a situation, 
you must bring your vehicle to 
a complete stop. The law further 
states that before proceeding, the 
motorist shall take such precau­ 
tions as may be necessary to avoid 
injury to the blind person. (Sec­ 
tion 75a, Uniform Act Regulating 
Traffic.)

WASHINGTON if) — The Public 
Health Service has solved the case 
of the foaming wrater, but isn’t sure 
w’hat can be done about it. 
The service say s it is household 
detergents that sometimes cause a 
glass of tap water to collect a foam* 
ing head like 
a schooner of beer. 
It say s the situation is not now re­ 
garded as dangerous, disconcerting 
though it may be. 
The foaming water has turned up 
in households that have their own 
wells, and it usually indicates de­ 
tergents are seeping into the well 
from septic tanks. In times of 
drought some streams used for 
public water supplies also have 
contained 
enough 
detergent 
to 
cause foam. 
The service say s sy nthetic deter­ 
gents — which have burgeoned phe­ 
nomenally in the past two decades 
—resist conventional sewage treat­ 
ment and conventional water treat­ 
ment. 
While it say s there is no present 
danger, it warns that foaming wa­ 
ter should be taken as a warning 
to check the w?ater supply for other 
more dangerous pollution.
